The North 
em Pacific Kailroad already 
creosotes nearly every tie used, 
hating two treating plants at 
Brainerd, Minn., aid Parudis. , 
Mont., raaaiaf to their full ca- 
pacity and using almost any 
species of wood. The. Great 
Northeru operates a large treat 
ing plant at Somers, Mont., 
where zinc chloride is used in- 
stead of creosote, and is plan- 
ning the erection of two nop 
plants, one ut Cuss Lake, Minn., 
and the other near the western 
end of the line in Washington. 

A few years ago when wood of 
all kind- was plentiful and 
cheap, the railroads and other 
consumers chose the varieties 
which were most durable and 
best suited to their particular 
purposes, with the result that 
the enormous consumption has 
created a scarcity of the best 
woods and made their use for 
many purposes, especially ties 
and poles, almost prohibitive. 
The government forest service, 
in conjunction with the user- of 
timber, has experimented until 
the economy of timber, treat' 
ment is now regard. 1 a- a 
certainty.

KILLED AT LOUISVILLE 



Snot at Two Strike Breakers in Dark 
— Fire Returned.

boui-ville, Ky., Oct. 
Philip Sullivan, a striking 
0Dld< r, was shot aud killed Sat- 
urday night near the plant of the 
O. K. Stove & Range Company 
by Cl.iude Turner, aged twenty- 
one rear*, a strike breaker, of 
IfaahvflTp, Tenn. Turner was 
arrested yesterday afternoon 
shortly after Sullivan had died. 

Constant trouble between the 
strikers and strike-breakers has 
arisen since the molders' strike 
was declared several months 
ago, but the shooting Saturday 
night was the first serious trou- 
ble. Sullivan had been one of 
tl • n i«f zealous workers of the 
Madera' Union and did every- 
thing in his power to keep the 
'strike-breakers from working. 

There were no eye-witnesj.es to 
tne shooting, as far as can be 
learned, except Jack Delhaney, 
a strikebreaker, who was wifcn 
Turner at the time. They both 
tell a stery of self defense that 
tallies in every detail. Turner

DISTRICTS OF THE STATE. 



Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 5.— Got. 
Willflon wrote letters to Judge 
Alex Humphrey* and Andrew 
Oownn, Louisville; O. H. Wad- 
dle, Somerset; T. L. Elelen, 
Frankfort ; Johu It. Allen, Lex- 
ington; John F. Hagcr, Ash- 
laud, L. J. Crawford, Newport; 
John T. Shelby, Lexington, Jere 
Sullivan. Uichmoud ; C. l ! . 
McElroy, Bowling Green, asking 
them to serve ae a commission to 
prepare a legislative and sen- 
atorial redisricting bill to be 
presented to the next legisla- 
ture. He informs them that 
there is no provision for pay or 
expenses, but that he will ask 
the legislature to make an al- 
lowance. The Commission is bi 
partisan. The letter follows: 

Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 5.— Gov. 
Willsou has chosen a commission 
to redistnet Kentucky. lie 
writes as follows: 

"To Judge Alex 1*. Humphrey, 
Chairman, Louisville; Col. An 
drew Cowan, Louisville; Mr. O. 
U. Waddle, Somerset, Ky. ; Mr. 
T. L. Kdehn, Frankfort, Ky. ; 
Col. Johu U. Alleu, Lexiugton, 
Ky. ; Mr. Johu F. Ha«er, Ash- 
laud, Ky, ; Hon. L.J. Crawford, 
Newport, Ky. ; Mr. John T. 
Shelby, Lexington, Ky. ; Uou. 
Jere Sullivan, ltiehmond, Ky. ; 
Hou. C. U. McElroy, Bowliug 
Greeu, Ky. : 

"Geutlemau: Section 88 ot 
the Constitution, which m the 
ooveuaut of the people of Ken- 
tucky, biudiug upou all the peo- 
ple uud luoir oliicers, commands 



that once in every ten years the 
State shall be divided into thir- 
ty-eight Senatorial districts and 
oue hundred Representative dis- 
tricts, provided, in doing so, the 
principle requiring every dis- 
trict be as nearly equal in popu- 
lation as may shall not be 
Violated. The law now in force 
in the act of 1893, more than 
sixteen years ago. 

Three years after the tune com- 
manded by the constitution the 
act of 1600 was adopted, redis 
trietiug the State, but in Uag- 
lind V*. Anderson. 125 Kentucky, 
the Court of Appeals, in an Vim- 
neutly nun-partisan opinion, 
heldthat the iuequality of this act 
isso glaring that itpnrcludes the 
possibility that there was any 
attempt to devide the State into 
100 legislative districts as nearly 
equal as may be, and that it was 
clearly violative of the constitu- 
tional inhibition against equali- 
ty, and declared the equality of 
representation is a vital princi- 
pal of Deinocrucy ; that without 
equality republican institutions 
are impossible, and that inequal- 
ity of represeutatiou is a tyran- 
ny to which uo people worthy of 
freedom will tamely submit ; 
that equality of representaion is 
ihe basis of patrotism ; that no 
tlUJTt will, or ought to, love the 
State which oppresses him, and 
that citizen is arbitartily op- 
pressed who is denied equality 
of represeutatiou with every 
other citizen of the Common- 
wealth. 

"It is kuowu lo all the people, 
and was implied by the opiuiou 
of the Court of Appeals, that 
the existiug law, the act of 1898, 
also clearly violates the constitu- 
tion, L .i t th\/it could not be held 
it was unconstitutional without 
throwing the state government 
choas, as it has been organized 
under the \*w attea the adoption 
oftheuc.\ constitution, *■ 

"The i> ■ i stressed Its faith 



that the members of the next 
General Assembly, impelled by 
their sense of dnty, the obligat- 
ions of their oath of office, to- 
gether with the spirit of justice, 
which is the heritage of the race, 
will redistrict the State as the 
Constitution requires." 

"It is oloarly to be regretted 
by all that the last General As- 
sembly did not redistrict the 
State, and that another election 
of Senators and Representatives 
must be held under the unequal 
and unfair act of 1898. 

"The 'sense oi duty,' the 'ob- 
ligations of the oath of office 7 
and 'the spirit of justice which 
is the heritage of the race 1 will 
again impose upou the nextGeu- 
eral Assembly this duty of re- 
disricting the State as the cou- 
stitutiou require*. 

"But the short term of sixty 
days and the many important 
matters which will be consider- 
ed in that assembly, will en- 
danger the chance of adopting a 
just re-districting bill, aud- iu 
order to lessen the preliminary 
work 1 feel it my duty to the 
State to ask a bi-partisan com- 
mission of upright citizens to 
canvass the population, under 
the last census, aud report to the j also requested to coustder what, 



"The report will in no way 
bind the General Assembly, ex- 
cept in so far as its wisdom and 
fairness shall affect the opinions 
and consciences of tie members. 

"Bat I shall be glad to ask the 
General Assembly, if it approves 
the result of your labors, to pay 
the actual necessary expenses in- 
curred by you in making the 
preliminary investigation. The 
sting of inequality and injustice 
in the present districts hurts the 
feelings of all good people. 
While perfect equality of popa- 
idtiou in all districts is not pos- 
sible, it seems to be wholly a 
question of mathematics and 
geography to make all districts 
as nearly equal as may be. And 
believe that if you make the 
calculations and report a just 
plan you will have a reward 
which meu of your character 
value more thau mouey in the 
respect aud honor which such 
work will wiu from all the peo- 
ple. 

"Judge Humphrey will act as 
chairman to confer with the oth- 
er members and fix the date and 
place of your first meeting, after 
which the commission will do the 
work in its owu way. You are

tucky remained low, aud even 
fell from year to year. But 
since that time they have been 
rising by giant strides. A wide- 
spread alarm has been awaken- 
ed in Italy, and the government 
has pressed more energetically 
the measures which they had al- 
ready prepared in earlier years. 

"To make Italy more or less 
independent of the American 
supply may be said to be the 
main object of the Italian policy 
at present. The measures which 
can be taken to this end are of 
three kinds: First — As a pro- 
duction, the government can en- 
courage the cultivation of tobac- 
cos of the American type. Sec- 
ond — As purchaser it can import 
tobaccos capable of substitu- 
tion fcr the American. Third 
— As manufacturer it can alter 
the proportion of home and for 
eign tobaccos in the various ci- 
gars, cigaretts, etc., and gradu- 
ally wean the public taste from 
all American brands. 

"The government is doing its 
best to educate the farmer and 
to remove part of the risk and 
expense from his shoulders." 

Under the heading, "Contin- 
uance of Purchase, of American 
Leaf," Vice Consul Catting 
says: 

"As long as the American 
product, while remaining supe- 
rior to the Italian, is obtainable 
at prices low enough to discour- 
age the Italian planter, so long 
as it is sure to hold its own m 
spite of all the efforts of the 
government and of private en- 
terprise. 

"But a sudden and violent 
rise in American prices, coming 
after the jpxcltemqrrt and nppre- 
hension oiiused irj Jtttfy )f} the 
recent troubles in Kentucky 
(feeliiiL's fostered by the effort? 
of the press), might act like a 
chemical spark and produce a 
reaction which a little caution 
would avoid. It is obvious that 
if Kentucky tobacco is once 
grown successfully on a large 
scale all over Italy its cultiva-

Since the above consular re- 
port was written trade reports 
have been published to the ef- 
fect that Italy is purchasing 
largely of tobacco raised iu Bra- 
zil and elsewhere, and has laid 
about three years' supply of such 
tobacco. 

In connection with these Ital- 
ian trade reports, it is of inter- 
est to note that it is officially re- 
parted that Brazil expected dur- 
ing the first four months of the 
current year about $4,000,000 
worth more of ldaf than she ex- 
ported duriug the corresponding 
four months of the year 1008. 
This is highly significant, to say 
the least. 

Iu Bulletin 3400 Consul Geu- 
eral Robert J. Wyuu, of London, 
in discussing the British leaf to- 
bacco trade, states as follows: 

"The American leaf tobacco 
trade iu the Uuited Kingdom 
could not hold the modest posi- 
tion it held in 1907. Its decline 
is due chiefly to the disturbed 
conditions of affairs in Keutucky 
aud Tennessee." 

On top of these consular warn- 
ings comes the recent govern- 
ment showing, already widely 
published, to the effect that 
duriug the fiscal year euding 
June 30, last, the United States 
exported nearly forty-three mil- 
liou pounds less of leaf tobacco 
than during the previous fiscal 
year. When it is remembered 
that there was also a falling off 
slio yli fur the fiscal year euding 
June 30, 1908, the significance 
oi these progressive, heavy de- 
clines in export ofjeaf.is dis- 
turbing. 

Iu this connection it is oppor- 
tune m state that our exports of 
Barley to France have practical- 
ly ceased, because of prohibitive 
prices, other _rades baying been 
substituted, and it is doubtful if 
this trade can ever be recovered 
under auy circu instances of 
price conditions. The same is 
in a measure true of some other 
countries to which we have here- 
tofore exported Burley tobacco 
iu more or less liberal quantities. 

It is also ■ well-known fact 
that our shipments of leaf to 
Japan are less than oue-third of 
what they formerly were. 

From the foregoing it is readi- 
ly apparent that a great impetus 
has beeu giveu to the growing 
of tobacco in countries, hitherto 
produciug but little. It is also 
very evideut that these foreign- 
grown tobaccos are being largely 
substitute! for leaf formerly 
rasied iu the Uuited States. 

The reasons for the state of af- 
fairs are fraukly stated, in the 
consular reports previously 
quoted, as prohibitive prices and 
uusettled conditions. 

Iu this connection it is also 
pertiueut to state that the world 
produces auuually about 0,000,- 
000,000 pounds of leaf tobacco, 
of which the Uuited States pro- 
duces less thau one-third. 
Therefore, the assumption on 
the part of our leaf producers 
that they have the ouly land in 
the world that cau grow the kind 
of tobacco that tue world wants 
is fallacious. Foreign buyers 
clearly iudicate a determination 
to biiug American growers to a 
realizing seuse of tola fallacy by 
obtaining their leaf supplies 
elsewhere.

barrassment, or wiil he blame 
imaginary persecutors aud seek 
artilical means for remedying 
real evils brought about largely 
by his own indiscretions and 
blindness to the operation of the 
laws of causes and effect and 
supply aud demand? 

Iu thin couuectiou it may be 
properly remarked that the 
breaks are a better market on 
which to sell tobacco than poli- 
tical meetings. The marts of 
trude are better places to hud 
customers thau legislative halls. 
Cash buyers at fair prices are as 
a irule, better customers than 
pooliug combinations, which 
themselves iu the last anah-is 
are subject to tho law of supply 
and demaud, aud the outcome of 
which is, therefore, problemati 
cal, while at the same time in- 
volving expeuse, iucouveuience 
aud delay, aud the witholdin^ 
from circulation the money that 
the cash buyer would provide for 
the facilitation of trade iu all of 
its arteries. 

These facts and observations 
suggest future coutiugeucies un- 
pleasaut to comteiuplate. 

It is both weak aud fatal for 
tobacco growers to close their 
eyes to impending danger. The

St«:.« MfffaWer »re le- 
gal tender. He went on to say: 

"A great many people know that 
the definition of legal tender is money 
of a character which hy law a debtor 
may require his creditor to recelvp In I 
payment in the absence of a special 
agreement. Hut when It comes to | 
stating just what money la legal ten- 
der you will find th« hanker all at sen. 

Gold certificates are not a loj;M 
under, but are receivable for customs, 
taxes and all public debts. Silver cer- 
tificates are not legal tender. Neither 
are national bank notes They are re- 
ceivable, however, in payment of 
taxes, excises, public iands and all 
other duoH to the t'nited States, ex- 
cept duties on Imports. Trade dollars 
and fractional ( ..rrency are not legal 
tender. Fractional currency Is rc- 
rr celvable for postage and revenue 
stamps and also In payment of any 
dues to the United States less than 
five dollars, except duties on Imports. 
Foreign gold and silver coins are uot 
legal tender. 

"The following are legal tender In 
all that the term means: 

"Gold coins of the United States, 
standard silver dollars, subsidiary sil- 
ver coins, minor coin of copper, 
bronze or csjsper-nlckel, up to i'f> 
rents; United 9tates notes or green- 
backs, demand treasury notes, treas 
cry notes of 1890. Columbian half 
dollar and Columbian quarters. Sub 
sldiary silver coin, including Colum- 
bian half dollars and quarters, are 
IhrhI tender up to $10."

NO FOREST FIRES IN EUROPE 



There Every Part of the Tree Is U 
ixed. Leaving Nothing te 
Start Conflagration. 



The qu stlon has been aeked why 
there should be ao many trea In our 
American forests whea there are ao 
very few or none at all te the foreata 
of Kurope. The anawer la this, saya 
Outing. When the trees are cut te. 
the forests of Germany, France or 
Switzerland, the entire material ha 
the tree is marketed and removed, 
leaving no iuflummable litter on tha 
ground In our American forests, ow- 
ing to lack of market for such mate- 
rial, fully one-half of the tree — tha> 
limbs, smaller branches, twigs and 
foliage — are left upon tha ground. 
wb«re they soon become dry and fur- 
nish material for a forest Ire. 

In the tu.oneaa forests every part 
of the tree, including tha smaller 
twigs, is sold. The sale if tola minor 
product constitutea over Tie half at 
the revenue. Hence, when tfce for- 
ester is through with hie tree cutting 
no inflammable material la left upon 
the ground. Now, if our Adlrond 
lumbermen could sell the limbs 
tops of the trees Instead of allowing 
them to go to waste for lack of a 
market, they would not be obliged to 
leave the ground encumbered with the 
inflammable debris and litter which la 
such a prolific source of fire, aad 
which when ignited la ao difficult to 
extinguish.

Has., for misapplying 
the funds of his hank, according to a 
decision handed down by the United 
Stakes circuit court of appeals 

"the decision confirms the sentence 
Of Judge A. P. Anderson imposed 
■ftor Wahb had been found guilty 
by ft Jury In his court. 

The only recourse left now for 
WaTflk Is an appeal to the United 
8tates supreme court. It Is certain 
that the appeal will be taken. Wbeth- 
er the highest tribunal In the country 
will pass upon the finding of th n court 
Is a matter for it to decide upon. It 
is possible that the supreme court 
Will not review the decision. The de- 
cision marks the possible cad of the 
fight that "was begun against Walsh 
when In 1905 the national bank ex- 
aminer closed the doors of the Chi 
cago National hank and the Equitable 
Trust and Home Savings Rational 
bafikn, declaring thai Walsh had 
loaned too much of the funds of the 
bank to his own companies. 

Hears News Over Wire. 

The decision was rendeiod by 
Judges Peter S Orosscup. Francis 
Baker Bnd William H. Seamen. 

Walsh tvas not present in the court 
room when Ihe decision was rendered 
and heard the news over the tele- 
phone. 

►Attorney John S. Miller, chief coun- 
sel for the convicted banker, Imme- 
diately alter the court had handed 
down Its decision, said: 

"We will undoubtedly take some 
steps, but what ihese steps will bo 
after the court has affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower courts I cannot 
say at this time. 

"We have thirl) da>B in which to 
apply for a reheavUn/ in the court— 
the court of aprpials — or to appeal to 
the suprernV court of the United 
B tale s, oil a writ of certiorari." 
Appeal Will Be Taken. 

"Will you apply to the supreme 
court?" Mr. Miller was asked. 

"I cannot say at. this lime. The 
whole matter must be gone over thor- 
oughly *and I want to read the text of 
the opinion before I decide what I 
will do." 

The decision or the court was ren- 
dered before a court room into which 
more than r>0i) people had crowded to 
kear the fateful news— friends of 
"Walsh, attorneys, attaches of the dis- 
trict attorney's office and others. 

It was half an hour and more after 
the scheduled hour — 10 o'clock — be 
fore the three judges after a confer- 
ence with Judge C. C. Kohlsaat. who 
had been sent for. mounted the bench 
and handed down the decree. 

The decision banded down by the 
Uniti'd States circuit court of appeals 
marks another step in Walsh's long 
flglit against bis foes, which includes 
many powerful financiers. 

540 Years Time Possible.
